•which the country during four years of war 
derived so much benefit, and to which we 
can alone attribute the fact that we were 
not involved in a foreign, while we were 
struggling in the most bloody civil war that 
ever crimsoned tbe progress of any Chris- 
tian nation. 
A few days since, Mr. F. W. 


Seward resumed bis duties as Assistant 
Secretary of State, so that now the country 
has tbe services once more of these eminent 
gentlemen, father and son. at a period in 
the history of our foreign relations when 
most of all others we need the advantage 
of their singular ability and_vast experi- 
ence. 
Mr. F. W. Seward has suffered long 


and painfully from the wounds received in 
the struggle to save bis father from assassi- 
nation. 
Had it not been for his dauntless 


courage and superhuman efforts, Payne 
would have succeeded in slaying the Secre- 
tary of State. The ierocity of that attempt 
at murder may be estimated by the injuries 
incurred in the struggle for its 
defeat. 


But, thank God, after months of weary 
watching and patient waiting, the country 
has at, length tbe satisfaction of knowing 
that tbe Secretary and Assistant Secretary 
of State are once more at their posts of du- 
ty !—once more engaged in tho?e great la- 
bors from which as tbe complications of our 
foreign affairs create apprehension in 
the 


minds of tbe great mass, the American 
people will not fail to derive the most lasting 
benefit. 
The recovery of the son, like that 


of the father, is complate. From what we 
learn through sources directly connected 
with these distinguished gentlemen, we 
are satisfied that the the health and work- 
ing powers of the elder Seward were never 
in a better condition than at present. 
Al- 


though the shock of the attempted assassi- 
nation was tremendous, it has not impaired 
a single natural faculty of the Secretary of 
State ; while the youth and renuperative 
vigor of tbe yonnser Seward, bave restored 
him with his full powers, to the great 
work of his position. These facts are most 
gratifying, and are worthy of the congratu- 
lations of oar countrymen.
